October's Rain

All Over Stale 


Circleville Shortage 
W as Matched Or

When rainfall in the Circleville 
district finished October nearly an 
inch below the month s 
normal, 
similar readings were being made 
over most of the state.

Getting U. S. Eye 


Every Aid Short Of Membership 
Seen Coming Under U. S. Policy 


WASHINGTON -JR — The United 
States gave evidence today of ex­ 
tending every possible support to 
the anti-Communist Baghdad Pact 
in the Middle East short of actual­ 
ly becoming a member. 
A reaffirmation of 
American 
backing for the 
four 
Mideast 
countries in the alliance, issued 
late Thursday, was attributed to 
a desire to reassure the hard- 
pressed government of Iraq and 
to warn Russia anew of Ameri­ 
can concern for the pact m em ­ 
bers. 
The alliance 
is 
composed 
of 
Pakistan, Iraq, Turkey, Iran and 
Britain. But Iraq has refused to 
participate 
in 
council 
meetings 
with Britain since the British at­ 
tack on Egypt. As a result, the 
Baghdad group has been denied 
the active association of its most 
powerful state. 
Concern over the future of the 
Middle East includes an official 
belief that Russia is deliberately 
embarked on a campaign of trou­ 
ble-making with the eventual aim 
of dominating the region.

THIS VIEW was voiced Thurs­ 
day night by a top State D epart­ 
ment official a few hours after the 
department had declared support 
for the Middle Eastern members 
of the Baghdad alliance.

4) Wouldn’t it be something if, dur- 
in 
these 
Christmas 
shopping 
days, our small change, like pen­ 
nies, nickels, dimes, quarters and 
halves, disappeared from circula­ 
tion and none was to be had, even 
from the Treasury Department 
Sounds impossible, doesn’t it— 
but it did 
happen 
during the 
Civil War days. No doubt many 
of you remember what a great 
inconvenience it was to our mer- 
& chants when there developed a 
shortage of pennies during the 
Second World War and how the 
emergency was 
not met until 
the lead-colored onc-cent pieces 
were put into circulation. 
According to the latest figures, 
published by 
the 
Treasury 
De­ 
partment, there are now close to 
2 billion dollars of fractional coin 
in use. Our government has issu­ 
e d minor coins almost continuous­ 
l y since 
1793, 
in denominations 
from one-half cent to the half dol­ 
lar, but during the Civil War very 
little was being struck and even 
some of the 
mints were closed 
down entirely. 
On top of this, the people be­ 
came scared and 
hoarded 
what 
coins they got hold of, until soon 
all of the greatly needed medium 
of minor exchange disappeared. To 
carry on any kind of business in 
manner other than by barter or 
"swapping” , there then began to 
appear many kinds of unauthoriz­ 
ed private issues of tokens, prom­ 
ises to pay, store cards etc., made 
of metals, paper or card board, 
which were goof! for food, beer, 
transportation and so on. 
• • • 
SHORTLY 
afterwards, t h e r e 
came into the picture many kinds 
^ o f paper fractional money, issued 
by towns and cities, banking in­ 
stitutions, 
corporations, 
business 
firms of all kinds and even by in­ 
dividuals. None of these had the 
sanction of Congress, and w e r e 
commonly called “ shinplasters” . 
Most complete dictionaries de­ 
fine the shinplaster as—“ A small 
note, used as money, a promise 
to pay 
small 
sum 
issued 
as 
money without legal security 
or 
authority. They came into early 
'use in the United States in denom­ 
inations from 3 to 50 cents, as 
substitutes 
for the small coins 
withdrawn from circulation (hiring 
a suspension of specie payments. 
"People had to accept them, al­ 
though few’ were redeemed.” 
There are many guesses as to 
the origin of the word "shin­ 
plaster.” 
Some 
say 
it 
came 
from the fact that post-boys and 
riders tm the toll roads, used to 
" carry their toll fees In the tops 
of their boot legs, so that the 
collector of the toll could collect 
without any delay. Another de­ 
finition, humorous lu t we sus­ 
pect intended 
as depreciative, 
was that the name came from 
a small patch of brown paper 
saturated with vinegar or tobac­ 
co Juice, used by some folks as 
poultices on sores on the legs. 
The people began using stamps 
(" fo r change and in time the gov­ 
ernment sanctioned this practice. 
You can imagine what a situation 
this created. The immediate effect 
was a run on the post offices of 
the country. The statute directed

the Treasury to sell stamps to the 
people for small change, but the 
Treasury had no stamps, nor did 
it make any plans to get any. 
So the post offices were swamp­ 
ed with buyers and it was not long 
before their supply of stamps ran 
out and actually 
postal 
service 
was 
demoralized. 
Millions 
of 
stamps 
went 
into 
circulation, 
though every one realized that they 
were unit for such use. It was said 
by a prominent government official 
of those days that "these glde- 
coated bits of paper were the worst 
form of currency ever used by a 
civilized people." 
• » * 
MANY DEVICES were brought 
out to preserve the stamps so that 
they could be circulated and yet 
remain in a decent condition. The 
most common of these were the 
round brass frames, in which the 
stamps were placed, and covered 
by a layer of transparent mica, 
so that the faces of the stamps 
could be seen and at the same 
time protected. * 
Stationery stores sold these by 
the thousands and many concerns, 
placing their advertisement on the 
backs of the frames, gave them 
away. 
In a list of the companies, who 
did this, we find several names, 
which we still hear of today, like 
"Ayer’s Sarsaparilla”, 
"A y e r ’s 
Pills”, 
"Brunett’s 
Cooking 
Ex 
tracts’, "Plantation 
B i t t e r s ’, 
"Lord and Taylor of New York”, 
"North American Life Insurance 
Company", and "John Shillito & 
Company of Cincinnati." 'Most of 
these framed stamos 
are today 
collectors' items and sell from 5 
dollars to hundreds of dollars. 
Actually the g o v e r n m e n t 
granted a patent to an Inventor 
of one type of these stamp cas­ 
es. But most of the stamps were 
stock on cards or ordinary sheets 
of paper and were circulated, 
without any protection. You can 
Imagine what a dirty, sticky and 
shapeleaa mess these became in 
a short time. 
The 
situation 
got 
worse 
and 
worse and finally came to a point 
when it was almost impossible for 
the merchant to carry on business, 
except by barter, when the cus­ 
tomer was compelled to accept his 
change in goods—which he probab­ 
ly did not need, nor did he want. 
Finally 
the 
people 
got 
their 
"dander" up, and demanded that 
the Treasury Department do some­ 
thing to remedy the chaotic state 
I of affairs. So, on the recommend­ 
ation of General Spinner, who was 
the Treasurer at that time, Con­ 
gress passed the Act of July 17, 
1862, which authorized the issue of 
5, IO, 25 and 50 cent notes. 
• • • 
THESE 
BECAME k n o w n as 
Postage Currency, 
because 
they 
bore the facsimilies of the current 
5 and IO cent postage stamps. 
Later issues which came out, were 
called Fractional Currency, hav­ 
ing been authorized by another Act 
of Congress, on March 3, 1863. 
In the 14 years—1862 through 
1867—when 
Fractional 
Currency 
was produced, about 369 million 
dollars of these notes were is­ 
sued, in various denominations—3, 
5, IO, 15, 25 and 50 cents and rn 
many colors and designs. Acts of 
Congress in 1875 and 1876, author­ 
ized the redemption of the Fract­ 
ional Currency in silver coins. 
It is estimated that there are 
small denomination paper money 
outstanding and it’s still valid and 
will be redeemed, on demand, in 
current coins or currency.

Last week we noticed that in order for worship to he accept­ 
able with God it must be directed to the right object — who is 
God. To worship other than the true God of Heaven is to wor­ 
ship in vain. However, Jesus taught that it is not enough to wor­ 
ship God. but **. . .they that worship him must worship him in 
spirit and in truth” (John 4:24). 
To worship God in “ spirit” means to do so sincerely and from 
the heart. This we cannot do unless we think about the things 
which we do, being prompted by proper mbtives, Jesus condemn- 
ed the worship of the Scribes and Pharisees, calling them hypo­ 
crites: "Ye hypocrites, well did Esaias prophesy of you, saying, 
This people draweth nigh unto me with their mouth, and honour- 
eth me with their lips; but their heart is far from me. But in vain 
they do worship me, teaching for doctrines the commandments 
of men” (Matt. 15:7-9). Why was their worship not acceptable? 
Because it was mere lip service and did not procede from the 
heart. They were not sincere in rendering it Man may be deceiv­ 
ed when people worship insincerely, but God knows the hearts 
and motives. 
Paul said in writing to the Corinthians, "What is it then? I 
will pray with the spirit, and I will pray with the understanding 
also: I will sing with the spirit, and I will sing with the under­ 
standing also” (I Cor. 14:15). In this scripture he sets forth the 
necessity of worship that is understood by the worshippers. If 
there is confusion and babbling and everyone (peaking at once, 
this element of acceptable worship is absent. Thus, worship is 
thereby rendered vain and void. 
In singing praises to God Paul also emphasizes that melody Is 
to be made "in the heart” (Eph. 5:19; Col. 3:16), The Bible heart 
is the mind or the thinking part of man (Matt: 9-4; 13.15; Rom. 
10:9-10). 
We are told that we must also worship "in truth” as well as 
“ in spirit” (John 4:24). It is not enough to be sincere and direct 
our worship to God, but the right ACT must be performed. To 
worship according to "truth” is to worship according to the word, 
which is truth (Jno. 17:17). (More next time on WORSHIPPING 
IN TRUTH).

cannot understand and generally 
rationalizes in favor of the Rus­ 
sians while assuming that it is do­ 
ing something against them. 
It is because of this that Soviet 
Russia has been able to achieve a 
split of vast dimensions between 
the United States and Great Brit­ 
ain.

As food-eating habits 
change, 
housewives seek more ready-pre­ 
pared items and as the population, 
booms, the nation’s chain grocers 
are preparing to revamp t h e i r 
stores 
to 
accommodate 
more 
wares, speed checking-out, 
and 
clear away any other bottlenecks. 
It was apparent at the twenty- 
third annual meeting of the Na­ 
tional Association of Food Chains 
that the biggest revolution in the 
grocery store since the advent 
of packaged goods and the super- 
mart is at hand. 
Earlier, the largest organization 
of independent grocers in the coun­ 
try had announced plans for auto­ 
mats in many of their stores. The 
mechanizing 
trend 
continued at 
the meeting of the chains, with a 
new' speed-up checking-out counter 
and 
individual packager holding 
the center of attention. 
It is 
the changing 
American 
housewife—with more outside jobs, 
more children, and longer life — I 
who is turning the food 
industry 
topsy-turvy, according to the ex­ 
perts w’ho outlined the immediate 
future for the type of store that is 
more a part 
of everyone’s 
life 
than any other kind of merchan­ 
dizing establishment.

are “better and more convenient 
foods in greater and greater vari­ 
ety, adding to the total dollar spent 
and to the waistline!” 
Suburban living, more outdoor 
cooking, larger family units, and 
longer lives are putting a strain on 
the food industry. Doe said that 
Mrs. Housewife is herself raising 
a tremendous crop — of children. 
Only IO per cent of today’s couples 
are childless. By 1975, there will 
be nearly six million newly-boms 
each year—a newcomer every five 
seconds.

TO THE nation’s grocers 
this

soon will be three. Aisles will have 
to he widened, displays revamped

“The biggest eaters in the popu­ 
lation—youngsters between IO and 
18—will increase by 50 per cent be­ 
tween now and 1965,” Doe warned 
the grocers. He sees a consolation 
in that there may be more carry­ 
out boys.

Doe revealed that at least 24 
new products now make their ap­ 
pearance every day, or a total of 
120 per week and more than 6,000 
new brands a year.

en now has a job outside the home, 
and that is more than ever before 
in peacetime, and double the num­ 
ber employed in 1940, according to 
the chief economist and vice pres­ 
ident of a store chain, Rilea VV. 
Doe. 
“ If the wife works an eight-hour 
day outside the home, she has less 
time and less desire to spend ‘old 


time’ hdurs in the kitchen,” says 
Doe. 
“Consequently she wants more 
labor-saving 
kitchen 
machinery, 
gadgets, and foods with ‘built-in’ 
features that save time preparing 
them and make unnecessary the 
kind 
of cooking 
know how that 
made grandmother's and mother's 
cooking famous—but exhausting!” 
Although Doe thinks that the 


modem housewife knows that all 
this labor-saving is costing more 
money, he reported that econo­ 
mists in the food industry have 
calculated that the percentage of 
family income spent today 
for 
food is no greater than 20 years 
ago—approximately one-fourth.
